Prom South Africa. 


London, Nov. 6.—While there is a 
habit here to assume that news of 
Boer victories emanating from the 
Continent cannot be true, because of 
the censorship, the fact is forgotten 
that foreign governments are fully 
privileged to send and receive cipher 
messages to and from their represen- 
tatives in South Africa. 


As a matter of /act the rumors of 


the capture of the Hussars, the oc- 
cupation of Dundee and the disaster 
of Monday came first from Berlin, 
from which city also came the first 
news of the Jameson raid. So, tid- 
ings of any British reverse are as like- 
ly to come from there as from any- 
where, and that such news is possible 
is fully recognized, as General White's 
position is acknowledged to be so pre- 
carious that the landing of a big naval 
brigade to go to his assistance is be- 
ing advocated. 


Mounting More Guns. 


London. Nov. 5.—The Daily Mail 


publishes the following dispatch from 
Ladysmith: 


"Matters are quiet here. The Boers 


are apparently mounting more heavy 
guns to the north and northeast, which 
are likely to give trouble. A Boer 
contingent, 1,500 ttrong and clearly 
visible from the camp, is streaming

Partial Report of British Losses. 
London, Nov. 5.—The list of casual- 


ties among ibv non-commissioned of- 
ficers and men at Farquhar's Farm 
shows the Gloucesters lost thirty-one 
killed and llfty-three wounded; the 
Fusiliers ten killed and forty slightly 
wounded, and the Tenth Mountain 
Battery two wounded before they sur- 
rendered. 


The captured, who are given under 


the head of "missing," are divided as 
follows: 
Gloueesters, nineteen 
offi- 


cers and 330 men; Tenth Mountain 
Battery, five oflicerB and eighty-four 
men; Fusiliers, not yet reported.

OUR EXHIBITS IN PARIS. 


Add Little Information. 


London, Nov 5—Belated despatches 


from the British camp at Ladysmith, 
Natal, add lltUo information regarding 
Monday's fl?h<, except the estimates 
of the Roer'b losses, which arc said to 
be ninety-five killed and 200 wound- 
edod mostly victims of the artillery 
shells, which have wrought such great 
liavoc that it is said Gen. Joubert, the 
Boer Commander-in-Chief, has written 
a letter to Gen White, the British 
Commander, protesting against the 
use of lyddite. 


According to all accounts the pres 


ence at Ladysmilh of the long-range 
nnval guns aud the splendid shooting 
of the bluejackets have materially im- 
proved the position of the British. A 
temporary aimistice was 
declaied 


Monday evning to allow of the col lee 
tlon of the dead and wounded. A de- 
spatch from Kimbeilcy says all the 
wounded are doing well. Small bodies 
of Boers, about 400 strong, were, then 
frequently 
seen. 
They apparently 


came from Mateking, for the purpose 
either of assisting in the attack on 
Kimberley or to resist the advance of 
reinforcements. The absence of water 
outside the place causes the Boers to 
continually move their camps

Washington, Nov. 5.—Ferdinand W. 


Peck, Commissioner-General of the 
United States to the Paris Exposition, 
has just had a confeience with Presi- 
dent McKinlev. 
The appointment of 


the twelve commissioners, which will 
represent as many different sections 
of the country, is expected to he an- 
nounced in a few days. Commission- 
e«'-Genoral Pork said that the negro 
race of the United States would be 
represented uy a line exhibit at the ex- 
position.

A special exhibit of the Tuskegee 


Normal School will be,pieslcled over 
by Booker T. Washington, principal of 
the school. 
rl honuis J. Callahan, of 


Washington, will be placed in charge 
of the general negro exhibit 
it is ex- 


pected that the shipment of the gov- 
ernment exhibits will begin very soon 
the exhibits being carried iu two ship 
ments, probably on the cruiser Prairie. 


Rumor of Disaster. 


London, Nov. 5 —Alarm prevails 


here to-day. Ladysmith has been sud- 
denly cut off b> the Boers, and it is j 
expected that a terrible disaster has 
overtaken the British there. 


An unconfirmed report from Berlin 


sa>s that the greater part of General 
White's army has been slain, the/rest 
captured and Gen White himself 
wounded. 


The Boers it is reported, have cap- 


tured Colenso and the railway bridge 
there 
This is partially confirmed by 


the cutting of communication. If it is 
true White's army is doomed, even if 
disaster has not already overtaken it.' 
The news comes, too, that the Dutch 
in Northern Cape Colony have risen 
and joined the invaders, that the na- 
tives are threatening 10 rise and that 
the Boers are advancing through Zulu- 
land and threatening 
Pietermaritz- 


burg. Altogether, London is in a ter-' 
rible state of mind to-day. 


The report that Ladysmith has fal- 


len conies from Berlin. It is not gen-1 
erally credited, yet the fact that the 
report of the disaster to the Fusileers- 
and the Gloucesters first came from 
Berlin leads to the belief that some- 
thing serious has happened. 


The report that the Boers have cap- 


tured Colenso and the railroad bridge 
is in line with the last despatches that 
came from Ladysmith. They said that, 
the Boers were advancing on Colenso, 
and that their bombardment of Lady- 
smith was meant to keep Gen. White's 
forces occupied while they seized the' 
railroad bridge. The capture of Co- 
lenso, if true, is the worst strategical 
blow that has yet fallen on the British. 
It practically dooms White and his' 
army. It not only cuts off his retreat,, 
but makes it impossible for reinforce- 
ments to reach him. It is hoped that 
the railroad biidge has not been cap- 
tured, 
j 


Public alarm is Increased by the 


belief that before, the wires were cut 
bad news of some kind was received 
from G«*n. White. The War Office will 
not admit this. 


Killed an Escaping Soldier. 


Youiigstown, N. Y., Nov. G.—Private 


Simon Downer, of the 42d Infantry 
United St.itcs Volunteers, was shot at 
Fort Niagai.i while attempting to es 
cape from the guard. He died of his 
wounds in a few hours. Downer was 
placed under arrest for assaulting flvt 
of his comiadcs with a knife. In the 
stuiggle it was thought he had been 
injured, and while the guard was tak 
ing him to the post surgeon he made 
an attempt to escape. He was shoi 
through the right shoulder, the bal 
from a Krag-Joigenaen penetrating his 
h-ngb and coming out of his breast 
Private BiicUcy of the guard filed the 
shot. The dead man's home is at 
AValos Center, Mich. He enlisted at 
Cleveland. Ho had been rejected for 
the service in the Philippines and was 
left at the *ort when the regiment 
started for Manila on Monday. He 
was awaiting his discharge papers.

Mattara Considtrad at Cablnat Maafr 


ing in Washington. 


Washington, Nqv. 6.—The regular 


meeting of th« Cabinet Friday was oc- 
cupied with a di*cu*»ion of affair* In 
Che Philippines and In Cuba. The re- 
port of the Philippine Commission was 
examined in detail, and the document 
wa* spoken of as a very strong argu- 
ment in support of the Administra- 
tion policy. One Cabinet officer said \ 
after the meeting that the report 
would certainly have a desirable effect 
on the elections in several States. The 
•ame member disarmed possible criti- 
cism of the President's action in mak- 
ing the report public Just before elec- 
tion day by saying that it was only 
fair that honest-minded citizens should 
have all the non-partisian information 
in the possession of the Government 
before casting their ballots for or 
against the Administration. 


The question ot chil government in 


Cuba was considered at some length 
at the Cabinet meeting. The general 
opinion among the Cabinet members 
was that affairs are progressing so 
rapidly in the Island that it would be 
advisable before long to withdraw 
tome of the military garrisons. As 
soon as this withdrawal begins, the 
civil government will become more 
prominent, although it is recognized 
that no thoroughly civil form can be 
established until Congress takes the 
necessary action. The President dis- 
cussed with his Cabinet in a general 
way his proposed recommendations to 
Congress on the subject. 


Getting Tired of "Hero Business." 
Washington, Nov. 3 —A report has 


reached this city from Tacoina that a 
reunion of tho Dewey family is to be 
held in New York in January, and 
that the Admiral will preside. When 
asked about it, however, the Admiral 
said: 
"} know nothing whatever of 


this movement on the part of my al- 
leged relatives. I am endeavoring to 
gain a little rest. This he/o business 
is wearing me out. Fifteen hundred 
are to be present, eh? My relatives 
seem to be increasing in numbers."

The boating of air by means of small 


fire* scattered about through orchards 
or fields hao been found n very effec- 
tive protector nguiiist frost in the drier 
parts of California. One ingculus de- 
vice lor tlie same purport?, designed by 
G. F. Ditzler, consists of a. deep sheet 
iron tank, three or four feet square, 
mounted on a truck. About six Inches 
from the bottom of the tank 8s a wire 
unite, beneath which, through a hole 
in the bottom of the tank, is admitted 
a blnst of air. 


This is produced by n revolving fan 


operated by si sprocket 
chain nnd

A water cask and force pump 


complete the outfit. Tar or other fuel 
ih pliu wl on the grate and Ignited, ami 
the tank Is tilled with wet straw or 
manure.

great educator. The horse feels that he 
is always under some measure of con- 
trol and consequently, attends better to 
business, This is more particularly true 
of young horses receiving their first les- 
sons on the road.

lowers of the Catholic religion. But 
takeaway the cross tbat is hanging,to 
the beads and we Bad that one must 
turn to tbe din, mysterious Bast for 
tbe origin of,the rosary, for It ie among 
tbe temples of India, China, and Japan 
that the firs* sign of the practice Is to 
be found. Ancient pictures of the Hin- 
doo gods depict them .with ehaplets of 
beads in their bands; and it U bettered 
tbat this method of keeping count of 
their many prayers was in use among 
tbe Hindoos before tbe era of Buddha, 
or at least B. C. 600. 


Tbe use of the reoary seems especial- 


ly suited to an Eastern clime and to 
tbe repose of an Oriental mind. 
The 


Buddhists are fond of using very 
smooth beads of glass, polished Jade or 
coral, and it has been thought that the 
smooth, cool beads gliding through 
their fingers as they murmur tbe holy 
name for thousands of times help them 
to arrive at that state of holy abstrac- 
tion from earthly things which is so 
much prized among the followers of 
Buddha. 


Tbe favorite Japanese rosaries are 


made of polished wood, crystal, onyx 
and chased silver, and the Japanese 
Buddhists repeat In endless devotion 
"Numa Amida Butzu" ("Save us, 
Buddha"), while their Chinese brothers 
nave the blessed name "O-Ml-to-fu" 
forever on their lips. A rosary of very 
great size was recently brought from a 
temple In Kioto, Japan. The largest 
bead is about six inches in diameter, 
and the rosary entire is about twenty- 
four feet long. The huge beads are of 
dark brown polished wood. They are 
hollow and have each a figure of a god 
inside the little shrine, which can be 
seen through a lattice of brasswork.

In a short time there begins to be 
given off a peculiar pungent odor char- 
acteristic of'formic acid, and the bath 
Is now ready for the patient's immer- 
sion/ The action of the bath on the 
patient's skin is described as one of 
intense irritation, the result seeming 
to be a drawing out of the evil and 
the consequent disappearance of the 
rheumatic pains. Care is necessary in 
resorting to this remedy to avoid re- 
maining too long in the bath, as the 
consequences might be a total disor- 
ganization of the skin, which would 
peel off, owing to the violent action of 
the acid.—London Post.

They are treated with the greatest def- 
erence, nor are their duties confined to 
the schoolroom; they exercise a super- 
vision over the selection of books for 
home reading, and during the summer

It was found that since boy- 
hood be bad been the victim of the 
contraction of the esophagus, which 
grew worse and worse, until nothing 
could pass through it. The retention 
of food above this place caused a dis- 
tenllon of the esophagus, until the 
tubes proved its identity with the ma- 
jor digestive organ by Itself becoming 
a stomach. Every feature of the pri- 
mary pouch was reproduced with the 
exception of the muscles.

This discovery induced Mr. Itych- 


nowskl to make u machine capable of 
ivfrwthlnn tlu« air to such a degree 
that those present during the experi- 
ment had the feeling tlmt the window 
watt open, although this was not the 
case. 


Eleotroid is a very subtle matter, but 


it seems to be a fluid, ami it can be 
gathered aud preserved, while falling 
on a plate it reflects In a shape of 
shining Hhoavt*. 


The commission appointed by the 


Austrian Government to investigate 
this discovery reported that, under the 
Influence of eleetroid, plants grow 
rapidly and the buds of flowers un- 
close while one is looking at them. 
Eleetroid annihilates microbes and 
thus preserves organic matter. These 
are pnysiological influences of elee- 
troid. 


Among mechanical phenomena the 


commission reported that the influence 
of electroid is not stopped even bv a 
brick wall and glass; that it attracts 
solid bodies ami makes them shine like 
moonlight— it makes them move and 
attract other bodies; finally, that it 
acts ou photographic plates and pro- 
duces sharp and distinct lines, such 
as were formerly possible only with a 


powerful lens.

No dandy would be guilty of such 


a monstrous 
affair. 
His 
mustache 


must be fine and delicate, 
at least 


graceful, 
aud readily trained 
into 


graceful little curls at the ends. If he 
is really fine in his nature the quality 
of the hair is silky and soft, easily 
curling, and perhaps even naturally 
wavy. 
An even-tempered disposition 
is indicated by the 
soft 
and ^vell 


curved lips, showing beneath this 
mustache. 
The fierce, bristling mustache which 


hides nothing, but stands straight up, 
like stubble in a wheat field, shows 
an extremely harsh nature, bad tem- 
per and general uncouthness. A man 
with a mustache constantly on the de- 
fensive, as it were, like sentinels, is to 
be avoided. 


This is quite different from the long 


military mustache, with waxed ends, 
which Is supposed to be quite fierce, 
but which is not so in fact. The mili- 
tary is quite distinctive from the 
French fashion, which is also a waxed 
mustache, and is arranged with as 
much care as any other part of the 
toilet.

As to colors, tho same rule follows 
as in the color of the hair. Black is 
the most intense in nature, blonde 
the least so, while the varying shades 
belong to as varied characteristics. 
The mixture of colors, such as a red 
mustache with dark brown hair, soft- 
ens the disposition. 
An absolutely 
colorless hair often goes with a thin- 
lipped mouth, which denotes obstinacy 
and lack of sympathy or feeling. 


Spiirgeon Helped By an Echo 


No orator ever less needed the aids 


of art than the great London preacher, 
Charles II. Spurgeon, aud none ever 
used them less: but when nature 
helped him. not only in hiui&elf, but 
outside of himself, he welcomed the 
effect, n<( lie hud a right to do. 
One 


striking instance of a sermon rein- 
forced in this way 
IK related by a 


clergyman of the Church of England, 
the Itev. D. A. Douduey. 


Mr. Spurgeon was holding out-door 


meetings in the county of Hants (op- 
posite the Isle of Wight), aud one af- 
ternoon he preached to a great throng 
of people in a beautiful valley near the 
market town of Havaut. 


His text was from the fifty-first 


Psalm. "Then will I teach tmugressors 
Thy ways." and the sermon was a 
Gospel imitation - The air was still, 
and n cloudless sun w:i.s sinking as he 
approached the end of his discourse, 
while the attentive hearers caught 
s\ery word. 


Apparently they had not noticed, car- 


ried along ns they were by the sweep 
of his powerful voice, that the valley 
was the home of echoes. Mr. Spurjreon 
had discoveied the fact. At the close 
of his last appeal, raising his voice, he 
railed to the congregation: "All things 
nre ready! Conic! 'The Spirit aud the 
bride saj come!' and nature herself ac- 
t-outs the heavenly invitation tigain and 
again, Come! Come! Come!" 


The echoes took up the word, and 


from side to side the breathless ass<>m- 
bly heard the repeated call, "Come! 
Come! Dome!" till it sank to a whisper 
In the distance. 
The narrator describes the effect as 


"like an electtie shock." It was as if 
the preacher's eloquent peroration had 
awakened supernal voices 


We haw no written record of tho 


fruits of tbe meeting, but there was n 
solemnity in the aptness of its close 
that lifted il above mere dramatic arti- 
fice or any of the devices employed to 
trick.

Automatic Salt Works. 


About a hundred miles north of 


Lima, near the town of Huacho, is one 
of the great curiosities of nature—a 
salt factory on an automatic plan. 
When the tide comes in it fills a lot 
of shallow basins, and the water is 
prevented from flowing back into the 
sea by closing the gates. The atmo- 
sphere Is so dry that the water evap- 
orates rapidly and leaves a sediment 
of salt in an almost pure state, which 
is scraped up, put into sacks and 
shipped to market. Within the coast 
a little further the percolation of sea 
water through tbe porous rocks into 
pits and hollows has caused immense 
deposits of salt to accumulate. 
The 
salt is taken out in blocks six or eight 
inches square and sold in that form. 
As soon as the salt is excavated the 
.water comes in again and in a year or 
two has solidified and is ready for the 
market. Wells driven into the sand 
disclose strongly impregnated water 
at a depth of twenty-five feet, which 
seems to be a great deal heavier than 
the sea water, and is drawn off into 
vats for evaporation.—Chicago Rec- 
lord. 


Dog Hair-Dressing. 


! The French poodle has again come 
into vogue as a'woman's pet, and the 
dog barber is the natural result. Of 
course, every woman who owns a pet 
dog accepts invitations to dog parties, 
*nd when the pampered canines go 
out into society they must be looking 
their best.

FltH THAT TAIK. 


Curious tounda Uttered by tome of 


th* Denlsem ef,th* O«tan. 


Fish that Ott«T soiiMs;ar« by uo 


means rare, but they are not oftea 
seen or beard* tiy tkose not in the fish- 
ing business 
Some years ago, in the 


Gulf of Mexloo, a small, highly-colored 
flsh known as tbe baemulon was haul- 
ed in. The moment It appeared above 
the surface It opened It mouth and be- 
gan to grunt and groan eo loudly that 
the attention of the entire party was 
attracted to It. The sounds could be 
heard from end to the other of the 
sixty-ton schooner. One of tbe fisher- 
men held the flsb la amazement for a 
few moments, and then was so con- 
vinced that It wus talking and begging 
for liberty that It was tossed over 
board. The gi/Hfd shad utters a note 
that can be heard some distance, and 
the eel is said to make a noise that 
comes nearer to being musical than 
any other made by fish. Tbe loudest 
sound made by a fish came from 
small dogfish, or shark, on the New 
England coast. The fishermen were 
hauling them in by the dozen, and as 
each fish came out of tbe water it ut- 
tered a loud croak, and kept it up as 
though In great agony, so that when 
several were on deck the air was full 
of barking, or croaking. 


The drumfish is one of the few 


fishes whose sounds are heard while 
they are in the water. The late Spen 
cer F. Baird, of the Smithsonian In 
stitution, made some interesting ex 
periments with them, and in a report 
described the strange sounds thai 
came up from the bottom. He had the 
iinpresBion that the flsh were directly 
on the bottom of the vessel and were 
iu some way striking it; but this was 
found to be a mistake 
The fish were 


in a school some feet below the sur 
face, and were in all probability mak 
ing the sound by striking their phar 
yngeal teeth together. 
The sounds 


produced by these flsh have often had 
a singular effect upon superstitious 
seamen, who saw omens in the wierd 
noises. 


Any one who haa slept in a smal 


boat with his ears a few inches from 
the water has heard strange crackling 
sounds sometimes. 
They appearec 


like a series of. cracks or electri 
shocks, but what creatures produced 
tbe noise no one seems to know. 


One of the most remarkable of al 


sound-producing fishes is found In 
China seas.and an account of its ac 
tions has been given by Lieut. White 
of the British Navy. He was engage 
in some special work at the entranc 
of a river. Presently strange sound 
began to be hoard coming up from the 
bottom. They wore described as re 
sembling the clanging of hells and the 
beating of drums. The men were de- 
moralized and attributed the noiso to 
spirits, it being said that a crew ol 
pirates had gone down there, hut the 
officers were convinced that the noise 
was caused by some sea animals, and 
investigation showed that it came 
from a school of fish that made the 
sounds by clapping their teeth to- 
gether. 


The great Australian lung fish, so 


called because when under water It 
breathes by its gills and when out of 
water by its air bladder, utters sounds 
that have startled men. 
The flsh. 


•which attains a length of six or eight 
feet, has a singular habit of leaving 
the water at times and crawling over 
the marbhy ground, at this time utter 
ing a singular barking sound of such 
peculiar resonance that at night it 
can be heard a long distance, a sound 
very much like that of the California 
drumflsh. 


That whales utter sounds is asserted 


by many, and one is known as tha 
crying whale from the sound it makes. 
A certain village in France was once 
thrown into consternation by the criea 
which were heard from the sea at 
night; and when those who mustered 
up sufficient courage reached the wa 
ter, they found a school of whales had 
stranded and were uttering cries. 


Whether the noise produced by 


fishes be considered as a language is 
n, subject for debate, but they may 
well be an impression of the emotions, 
and have some meaning, either as a 
call, one individual to another, or as 
a communication of some kind. 


Phosphorous 


Ordinary phosphorus is highly pois- 


onous, is inflammable at a temperature 
far below that of boiling water and at 
the ordinary temperature of a room if 
exposed to'the slightest friction, and 
gives off poisonous fumes at ordinary 
temperatures when in contact with air 
containing any moisture. 
Red phos- 


phorus is not poisonous even In large 
quantities, and gives off no fumes in 
ordinary conditions. It is used in the 
manufacture of matches that strike 
only on the box. The ordinary phos- 
phorus occupies a large place in match 
manufacture which the red variety 
cannot llll. How large tliat place is 
may be judged from the fact that 
«onie sixty tons of white phosphorus 
are annually used In making matches, 
while the consumption of red phos- 
phorus is only four tons. 


Are lamps are preferable to the in- 
candescent burners in electric illumin- 
ation for certain crowded rooms and 
damp. Ill-smelling basements and cel- 
lars, according to an authority in hy- 
giene. The arc lamp has ft strong iX 
odorl/lng action, either by virtue 01* 
tbe light, the ozone or tho emission of 
ration*. In many cases It has boon 
found that the lighting of an arc lamp 
in an offensive basement soon dissi- 
pates the objectionable odors.

LEONIDS ALMOST HERE. 


TLe Leonids are almost here. On the 


nights of Nov. 14 and 15, according to 
Prof. C. A. Young of Princeton, one of 
the most noted astronomers America has 
ever produced, one of the most brilliant 
and beautiful spectacles ever witnessed 
by astronomers may be seen by anybody 
in KortL America, Europs or Asia, TLe 
orbits of the eaitL and the Leomdes will 
intersect about that time and fcrseveral 
days meteoric sLowors may been seen of 
greater or less splendor. TLe magnifi- 
cent display \\itl reacL its height, if the 
prediction of astionomers Lolds true, at 


L o'clock 
the morning of tLe 15tL. 


For a day or two before and a day or 
two aftei, the air will be streaked witL 
shooting stars. TLe Lcouides ara seen 
but once in tbirty-three years. 


TLe Leonids Lave a strange history. 


A meteor, or meteonte, is usually a 
tramp fragment, broken oft from some 
great planet, or star, in bursting, and 
left to wander about the 
heavens. 


Coming, finally, within tLe attraction of 
some larger body, gravity compels it to 
iall. 


TLe Leonids are but fragments of an 


exploded comet. Only 3300 years ago, 
according to Prof. Eimon Newqomb, 
Temple's comet exploded and burst into 
millions and millions of particles, some 
large, some infinitely small. 


The larger fragments, followed by the 


smaller ones, strung out over a line of 
a few million miles, took up their course 
around the ellipse. TLey are traveling 
at the rate of twenty-six miles a second, 
but, as when they strike the atmosphere 
of the earth, tLey are traveling almost 
at right angles to onr own course, they 
will develop a speed, when in our air, of 
about forty-four miles a seoond. 


Anyone who loses a few hours' pleep 


on the nights of the 13th, 14th, 15th and 
10th to watch the meteors will be amply 
rewarded. The 14th and 15th 
pecially to be watched.
